6. The total strength of the regiment, including maintenance and specialist 
personnel (see beloir}, is about 230, divided as follows: 

60-70 officers 
50 m&>ooosai88loned offioere 
100 - 120 aircraftmen 

7o There are eight Hurricanes stationed on the field, of i^ich only the three 
with Hqo 2 Squadron are operational. The other five are without tires, and 
the engines need complete overhauling. The Huxricanes are armed with 
2 X 7t6ims machine guns in the wings. The four rocket launching devices in 
the wings have been removed. 

8 [. The eight Hurricanes are part of the allotment of 15 originally belonging to 
252 Scpiadxen of the RAF which were flown to Skabrnje and handed over to Zemunik 
airfield where they remained until June 19h7* Ih that month nine were flown 
to Moatar when 1 Reconnaissance Regiment was formed and six remained at 
Zemunlk for repairs, which are unlikely to be cco^eted because of the lade 
of / spares. Of the nine originally at Mostar, one was destroyed in a crash. 
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9* Oi the SpltfixM with 1 ReconnalaBan o Reginen't Hovtarf 16 ars Ifazlc V 
and thraa Hai^ U. (Thwra ara nine in 1 Squadron, six in 2 Squadron, three 
in 3 Squadron and one in the Liaison Squadron. ) Of these 39 Spitfires, 
hosever, onl^r 15 are operatLonal; the remaining four are under repair in 
the station eoiicsbope after havi^ bad their undercarriages riawnpH in 
landing. 

10* The Spitfires are anisd with It z 7.6 am machine guns and 2 z 20 mm nmchine 
guns in the wings, and two rocket l au n c h i n g devices for 50 or 100 kg rocket 
boohs. They have been fitted with tires belonging to lAKe and Uesserechoidts, 
sinca the reserves of ori ginal tires have been used. 

11. Tte 39 Spitfires are part of the allotment of 21 originally belonging to 
2S1 BAP Squadron ortiieb ww left with the lugoslavs at acabmje airfield in 
3945° In June 1945 the Spitfires were flown first to Zeanmlk and then to 
Mostar, where they rm o a in ed for some time in hangars. Two of the original 
21 were destroyed in crashes. 

12. Of the six Harvards with 1 Reconnaissance Squadron, only five are 
operational. The other has no undercarriage. The two ^^ln«h^n« pma 
which they were originally amsd have been removed. These aircraft were 
left hy the RAP at Zomunik Airfield idiere they were used for a ae 
tandnlng aircraft. 

13. The tharee PO-3 aircraft in the Llaiecsi Squadron are fully operational. They 
■were at Uostar before June 1947, i*en the Reconnaissance Regiment was first 
formed. 

14. The Fieseler Storoh aircraft in the Uaism Squadron is operational. It le 
used by the Station Comnander. It was also at the airfield before June 1947. 

15* The two Csechoslovak aircraft in the liaison Squadron are sini^e-engined 
two-Boater monoplanes. Engines are 4-oylindered, 120 H.P., air-cooled. 
Cruising speed is 200 k.p.h. The aircraft are not amsd. They arrived re- 
cently from Zemun. 

16. The Regiment has one regu^ and one mobile workshop for adnor repairs, 
under Second Lieutenant Josef Todoplvac. Th^ are soloed by eix 

17. Major repairs are oairied out in the aircraft repair w<n^hops which are 
adolnistered either by VOK or the ^^tlon Command. These workshops are in 
charge of a lieutenant and employ about 15 military and 25 civilian personnel.

Spares for the British aircraft are in very short supply.
